FOOTBALL. 

From one point of view the 
game Saturday was highly satis- 
lactorily. The men on the team 
did well, very well, in fact, con- 
sidering that they had been prac- 
ticing together for scarcely a 
week. There was, of course, abun- 
dant evidence that they have 
mu^ to learn, but there were ex- 
hibited those qualities of grit and 
nerve which are the prime requi- 
sites of a winning football team. 
It was a satisfaction to bo rcprc- 
s s^ted by a team of any descrip- 
tion, bat it was still more of a sat- 
isfa^ion to be represented by men 
of the calibre we sent out Satur- 
day, 

But from another point of view 
the game was an unpleasant reve- 
lation. It was our first game of 
the season; we had been trying 
hard to get a team ; every man on 
the ^uad was there at a personal 
sacrifice. If ever a team deserved 
student support it was Saturday. 
And yet among the couple of hun- 
dred spectators scarcely more than 
half were George Washington 
men. Moreover, nearly all those 
who were there seemed to be af- 
flicted with some sort of throat 
disease which absolutely pre- 
vented all emission of sound. Van 
Ness Park has rarely, if ever, wit- 
nessed such a select and dignified 
body of students in attendance at 
an athletic contest. 

We may not all be able to play 
football. There may be some of 
us who do not feel that we can 
afford the time to come out and 
try for the team. But coflimon 
decency requires that we should 
do our best to encourage those 
who are willing to make the sacri- 
fice.

NEEDHAM MAKES NOTABLE 
ADDRESS. 

Emphasizes Need ot Special Training. 

Stress Laid on Modmn Sciences. 

One of the features of Univer- 
sity life is the address by Presi- 
dent Needham at the Wednesday 
assembly. The subject of this act- 
dfess on October 9 was “Self- 
eqjiipment.” In part, he said : 

“Ihe artist, the inventor, and 
the statesman, alike, must have 
ideala. So, the scholar, intent upon 
reaching the highest results and 
securing the most out of his edu- 
cational opportunities must have 
an ideal manhood and woman- 
hood to be attained. , Fducatioii is 
an art and must seek to realiee an 
ideal; to create men and women 
of a high order. The individual 
is raw material that must be made 
into a new product. The youth 
is a refractory pupil, to be chang- 
by discipline and knowledge, 
into an intelligent, efficient and 
sane being. Education, if it is 
worth anything (and it is worth 
everything), niust fit and adapt 
the life of the individual to the 
highest state of civilization and 
usefulness. 

“The laws controlling the devel- 
opment of life are divine and be- 
yond us. We cannot change 
them. We can only obey and 
adapt ourselves to them. We may 
change our methods of teaching 
and learning, but the laws of 
growth to intellectual stature and 
strength will always remain the 
same. We may select new foqds, 
introduce new methods of sati^y- 
ing hunger, but digestion, assimi- 
lation and the elements required 
to make bone and sinew and mus- 
cle will remain the same forever. 
If we neglect the fundamental

laws and fail To supply the need- 
ed elenlents we shall be plwsically 
weak and undeveloped. Intellec- 
tual and moral development are 
equally controlled by fixed laws 
and dependent upon proper nu- • 
triment. There must be the ac- 
quirement of knowledge with ac- 
tion and reaction or there can be 
no intellectual strength — no de- 
sirable character. Without these 
life will be a failure. The men 
and women who are intellectual- 
ly and spiritually ill-fed, who 
have no true ideals toward which

they are aimirtg and struggling 
must ultimately go down in bat- 
tle. The wi^ and prudent, there- 
fore, will face the problems of 
the future and, in the light of 
‘history and science, will answer 
the question, “What ought wo to 

“My first answer to this is that 
we should be self-supporting. . By 
this I mean that men and women, 
whatever their condition in life 
may be, should bo possessed of 
that knowledge, that intellectual 
and physical skill which will en- 
able them to provide .themselves 
with food, clothes, shelter and 
recreations. If your circum- 
stances are such that you are com- 
pelled to support yourself you 
will require no argument lo in- 
duce action, but the effort to pre- 
pare yourself for self-support will 
lack interest and vigor, if your 
reason docs not fully approve of 
such efforts. If your circum- 
stances do not at present reejuire 
you to jmovide for your self-sup- 
port, I wish to submit some rea- 
sons this mohiing why you ought 
to fit j’ourself for such an effort. 
The reasons which make t^*e^jx)s- 
session of ability to support one’s ' 
self-important are as strong in 
one case as they are in the other. 

“In the first place let me suggest 
that the very determination to fit 
one’s self for a particular calling 
or profession, to acquire knowl- 
edge that shall have a definite 
purpose, awakens a new intellec- 
tual and spiritual life and adds a 
zest to it that cannot be acquired 
in any other way. It is the open- 
ing of sleepy eyes to the light of 
a bright morning; it is the cold 
plunge, with healthful reaction, 
that gives tone ' and vigor and 
strength throughout the day ; it is 
the exultant feeling that life has 
a purpose in it and is worth liv- 
ing; it is to the life what the flag 
and the martial music are to the 
soldier — a guide and an inspira- 
tion. I care not what your cir- 
cumstances are, you cannot afford 
to live without it, for life without 
it will, be dull and monotonous 
and aimles.s. 

“My second sugge-stion is that 
without ■ the |)os.se.ssion of the 
knowledge and the ability to sup- 
port onc« self independently life 
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is liondage. The world has pas.<- 
ed far beyond the time when hu- 
man slavery can be legalizeil. 
Every civilized being today de- 
mands physical freetloin, not only 
for himself but for every other 
human being. The thought Of 
slavery is repulsive. We cannot 
contehiplate it with tolerance. The 
normal man and woman loves 
and seeks freedom under every 
flag and every government. This 
was not always so. Slavery has- 
existed in nearly every civifized 
country and among all races of 
men, but in the advancing civilf" 
zation the -world has reached' the 
place of morality where all men 
must l»b free, 'fhis was a long 
.step toward the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man.' 
Hut to be a bondsman does noi 
require that one should be sold at 
the block. Slavery means in its 
completest sense the real bondage 
of one j)erson to another— a con 
dition and a feeling of depend 
dice for the, stipplies of physical 
needs. The child is necessarily 
and projicrly dependent upon the 
parents until it has attained the 
knowledge and disctetion of ma 
ture years. To a certain extent it,, 
may be said that the wife is de 
jiendent ujxin the husband— al . 
though I shall qualify this. Bui 
for a normal person who has' at 
tained the years of majority .tn 
lie dependent upon another for 
support is slavery. The dejiend 
ent must conform to the wishes' 
and opinions of the relative or 
patron. In the, very nattire of 
things there cannot be absolutelv 
fnie thought,, entire freedom of 
action and inde|)endent jtidg: 
ment. The man who has a ,coji 
sciousness that he cannot suppori 
himself; that, ho is dependeiil 
upon .some other pemrn for dail.\ 
bread and clothes and shelter i- 
miserably in bondage. -He is noi 
and cannot be free. ’ lie ^mst 
truckle and bend the knee an<l. 
beg. Ho must accept opinion- 
' readymade and vote- the tickc't . 
The borrower i.s servant to tbv 
lender. This is not the ideal man. 
Such iieople may sometimes be 
beantiiul and sweet in disposition, 
they may be Jovely in other n' 
sixicts; but so ^¥ere many of the 
slaves of the Greeks, the Romans 
and the Americans — nevertheless 
they were not free. The very con- 
sciousne.ss of dependence is a 
clanking chain that reminds one 
constantly of servitude. Let a, 
a man have a calling, I care not 
how humble it be, and he knows 
that whatever may come to him 
in his relations with other men 
he still can earn his daily' bread. 
He has freedom. He holds and 
expresses opinions that are his 
own. He controls and .directs his 
conduct as he cannot without such 
independence. If a man be pos-’ 
ses.sed of wealth which he has ac-
